Cannot Afford to Pay 


The library strike continues, and students 
who have not had full access to their library 
for nearly a month, are correct in voicing 
serious objection. 


At last Friday’s ESA meeting, a decision 
to write a letter of protest was reached after 
various opinions showed the council divided 
on which action to take. 


The intent of a letter of protest is good, 
the effectiveness difficult to determine. 


Other measures are possible — it might, 
for example, be interesting to calculate 
what the combined evening student contrib- 
ution to the library is for the academic year, 
deduct the time during which the library is 
closed, and petition the university on behalf 
of students who have already paid for these 
services, for a refund. 


The amount would be sizable, and stratigic- 
ally do more to hasten negotiations than a 
mailbag full of letters of protest. 


The university claims it simply cannot af- 
ford to pay the workers, and in all fairness, 
is the contention that students cannot afford 
to have paid for services which they have not 
received. 


The CONCORDIAN applaudes the ap- 
pointment of LESA president Bob Gervais 
to the position of Chief Returning Officer for 
the ESA November by-elections. 


Significant, not only because he is the Loy- 
ola campus evening student leader, but also 
because he has the distinction of having a 
reputation as an honest man, Gervais has, 
during a brief association, garnered the re- 
spect of most Sir George campus student 
politicians. 


It is felt in many quarters that with the 
proposed merger of the two institutions, the 
‘addition of Gervais and other men like him 
to the ESA structure, will doubtlessly add 
a progressive slant to the association which 
is now steadily working at carrying out its 
mandate.
